COMPASSION IN WORLD FARMING - the respected ani- 
mal welfare organisation believes that ritual slaughter which 
involves the slitting of the throats of live and awake animals 
is indefensible. In a statement issued in January 1997 Peter 
Stevenson, their Political and Legal Director stated:- 

“CIWF is concerned to learn that more recently there has 
been an increasing demand that animals should not first be 
stunned.” “CIWF is aware that many Muslims oppose stun- 
ning. We would, however, ask the Muslim community to lis- 
ten to what we have to say and to give further consideration 
to the position.” 

“In its report, the Farm Animal Welfare Council referred to 
research which found that loss of sensibility did not occur in 
sheep until 18-70 seconds after their throats were cut. In 
calves, the interval was 132-297 seconds. They quoted an- 



















other study which found that the average time from throat- 
cutting to loss of brain responsiveness is 17 seconds for 
calves and 14 seconds for sheep. The FAWC concluded that 
even the shorter times must be regarded as unacceptably 
long and that if, as a result off less than expert slaughter, 
only one carotid artery is severed (which will not be un- 
common) these times can be increased five-fold.” 

In other words a calf may be alive for up to 20 minutes 
from the time that the butcher cuts a carotid artery to the 
time of loss of consciousness - during this time the animal 
will be hung upside down with blood draining from them. 
Animals killed in this way will be found in the Halal butchers 
shops that can now be found in virtually every town and city 
in Britain.

ANCIENT HEDGEROWS and hedgerows containing rare 
species of wildlife are being systematically destroyed 
in Britain by farmers and estate managers greedy to 
cash in on E.U. subsidies for growing arable crops. 


Once Britain was full of traditional mixed farms where small 
fields divided by hedgerows provided a multitude of farm pro- 
duce for the local community - but not anymore. 


Traditional mixed farms are now 
a thing of the past as the agri-busi- 
ness ethic of “big fields, bigger prof- 
its’ governs the thinking of many in 
the farming industry today. 

Take the example of Fenhampton 
Farm, Weobley, near Leominster in 
Herefordshire. Twelve months ago 
it was a pastoral landscape of small 
fields, hedgerows, trees and small 
streams. Then the tenant farmer died 
and Fenhampton Farm was taken 
over by the Garnstone Estate. Now, 
1.300 metres of hedgerows have 
been uprooted, a 200 year old or- 
chard chopped down and a section 
of brook dug out and dammed. 

Local resident, Norma Forrest, 
whose father worked on the farm in 
the Fifties, was bitterly upset: “The 
whole area has had its heart ripped 
out. It’s been vandalised”. 

David Lovelace, of the Council for 
the Protection of Rural England, was 
also very critical: “The whole pas- 
toral ambience has been destroyed. 
[fyou want to alter windows ina vil- 
lage you will need planning permis- 
sion in writing, but if you want to 
plough up 250 acres of beautiful 
landscape you can just go ahead and 
do it”. 

But the Garnstone estate owner, 
James Verdin was totally non- 
plussed by the criticism: “The estate 
exists to be profitable. The fields 
were too small for the large agricul- 
tural machinery that we have to meet 


the needs of this arable enterprise”. 

The problem here, as with many 
similar cases, is that agri-business 
has been allowed (and even encour- 
aged) to put its profits before the 
protection of the countryside. Acom- 
pany’s bank account has been given 
priority over our nation’s pastoral 
landscape.

ecstasy up four- 
fold 


The number of people who have died 
from poisoning by mind-altering drugs 
such as ecstasy has quadrupled - up 
from eight deaths between 1985-89 to 
32 in 1991-95 according to a report in 
the British Medical Journal published 
on Ist August. 

Deaths from opiates and narcotics 
also soared from 17 in 1985-89 to 67 
in 1991-95. 

The researchers, led by Dr. lan 
Roberts said the data probably under- 
estimated the total of drug-related 
deaths.

ON SATURDAY 13th July the 
Campaign for an Independent 
Britain held a Special General 
Meeting in central London.

full agreement. After two months of careful analysis 
of the two rounds of voting in the French General Elec- 
tion they have conculded that there were TWO win- 


ners of the June poll. 


The Socialist Party (PS) of Lionel Jospin won the election 
but the Nationalist Party (FN) of Jean Marie Le Pen won enough 
of the hearts and minds of the French people to influence the 


final result. 

The writing was on the wall for 
president Jacques Chirac’s conserva- 
tive government (RPR/UDF) after 
the first round of voting on May 
25th. Despite polling the most votes, 
7,579,243 (29.92%), their overall 
majority was slashed because the FN 
polled their best ever vote of 
3,785,383 (14.94%). This put the PS 
with their 24.98% and 6,327,679 
votes in the strongest position for the 
second round of voting on June Ist. 

In the French electoral system the 
two rounds of voting are very dif- 
ferent. In the first round the people 
vote for the candidates representing 
the party of their political preference. 
The second round is for those can- 
didates who have polled more than 
12.5% of the vote in the first round, 
so the public then votes for one of 
the parties left that nearest represents 
their viewpoint. In the past, in all but 
a few of the 577 constituencies, it 
has boiled down to a straight left/

MUCH DISCUSSION in Britain is 
taking place at the moment about the 
American method of policing, called 
“Zero Tolerance”. Police chiets 
would like to implement it over here 
but they face an uphill task with 
many civil liberty and community 
groups condemning the idea and 
claiming it would be a breach of in- 
dividual freedoms. 

From 1994 to 1996 New York City, 
then dubbed “the crime capital of the 
world’ underwent a total change in 
the way it was policed. The numbers 
of policemen out on the streets was 
dramatically increased and a prior- 
ity was given to an all-Out war on 
drug suppliers, dealers and users. 

The drugs world reeled under the 
onslaught and after months, where 
record numbers of arrests were 
made, those behind the trade either 
moved underground or left the city. 

Removing the drug culture from 
the streets of New York had an im- 
mediate knock on effect as crimes 
involving robbery with violence and 
gang warfare with guns dropped dra- 
matically. There was an immediate 
improvement in the social environ- 
ment of the city but the police still 
wanted further progress. 

The former Police Commissioner 


of New York who was in charge of 


the ‘Zero Tolerance’ experiment, 
William Bratton, explains why: “We 
wanted to reclaim the public space 
for the ordinary citizen. Their qual- 
ity of life had been made ever-more 
intolerable by the fear of crime. Now 
that was being tackled we took on 
those who perpetrated minor crime, 
the sort of incidents that spoilt a 
neighbourhood for its inhabitants 
such as prostitution, graffiti, noise 
pollution and youths on the streets”. 

The effect of the ‘Zero Tolerance’ 





experiment was incredible. the 
world’s crime capital saw serious 
crime drop back to the levels of the 
early 1970's and in some categories 
to the 1960’s. 

With such a successfully-proven 
method of policing itis amazing that 
it is not being welcomed over here, 
but there is suff resistance to its im- 
plementation in Britain’s towns and 
cities,

@ Zero tolerance will be counter pro- 
ductive and possibly racially explo- 
sive. 

@ The British courts, with their trend 
of sympathy towards the criminal

@ In the long term it will not solve 
the socio-economic causes of crime 

William Bratton accepts that ‘Zero 
Tolerance’ cannot cure the causes of 
crime, but believes it can prevent 
anti-social elements from gaining the 
upper hand. He scoffs at the idea that 
it might be racially explosive: 

“TL find that very patronising. I’m 
no expert on British race relations 
but would have thought that the eth- 
nic cauldron of New York was a good 
training ground. To paraphrase Dr 
Johnson: ethnicity should not be al- 
lowed to become the last refuge of 
the scoundrel”. 

Britain must surely welcome with 
open arms such a proven method of 
policing. It’s the right of every law- 
abiding citizen to be able to walk free 
and unafraid on every street in Brit- 
ain.

@ Finally there must be rehabilita- 
tion programmes in every town to 
help drug addicts off their habit and 
back to a normal way of life. 
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Tackling the problem on these four 
fronts at the same time will send out 
the strongest signal that Britain is a 
no-go area for drugs. 

The proceeds for the drug barons 
and pushers alike are huge. They will 
be prepared to gamble vast sums of 
money in order to pursue their evil 
trade, but even for them there will be 
atime when the stakes are raised too 
high. Gambling with your life and 
freedom will, for many, be too high a 
price to pay. 


Homosexuality 


THE LAST ten years have witnessed 
the accelerated demise of the Church 
of England. Not only are the empty 
pews and closed-down churches wit- 
ness to its falling support, but also a 
recent opinion poll found that there 
had been a dramatic downturn in the 
numbers of people who expressed a 
sympathy for the Church of England. 
The people interviewed were those 
who were not regular churchgoers 
but who still regarded themselves as 
having Christian beliefs. 

This decline in grass-roots support 
for the Church of England can be 
traced back to 1987 and the first time 
that the acceptability of homosexu- 
ality was discussed at the Gernal 
Synod. 

In the fifties, sixties and early sev- 
enties, the family unit was the main- 
stay of local congregations. Genera- 
tions were raised on the ‘going to 
church’ habit , and families who 
were ‘involved’ in the church even 
though if only through Sunday 
School or helping with the annual 
Church fete. 

Today’s Church of England is a far 
cry from such traditional roots. Ho- 
mosexuality appears to be be the all 
important consideration replacing all 
other facets of church life. 

In 1991, in total opposition to the 
feelings of the majority of church- 
goers, the House of Bishops backed 
homosexual relationships. Four 
years later they put into practice 
what they preached when they en- 
throned Michael Turnbull as the 
Bishop of Durham despite him hay- 
ing committed an act of gross inde- 


cency in a public toilet. 

In 1995 homosexuals were elected 
to the General Synod, and in April 
of this year influential theologian, Dr 
John Baker, the former Bishop of 
Salisbury, denounced the Bible’s 
teaching on homosexuality saying 
that homosexuals should be allowed 
to have sexual partners and partake 
in homosexual marriage. 

Fighting to stem the growing tide 
from the homosexual lobby within 
the Church is the Reverend Tony 
Higton who is hoping to activate 
grassroots support within the Church 
of England to oppose the ordination 
of practising homosexuals. All 
clergy in the Church of England have 
been petitioned and the 10,000 full- 
time priests have been urged to peti- 
tion bishops against liberalisation of 
the Church’s teachings. 

In the clearest language possible 
Tony Higton wants the biology of the 
homosexual act spelt out: “Sexual 
intercourse is an act of total com- 
mitment which belongs properly in 
marriage”, he argues: “whereas ho- 
mosexual genital acts fall far short 
of this ideal”. 

The National Democrats believe 
that the family unit is the bedrock 
that maintains the equilibrium of the 
nation. The promotion of homosexu- 
ality as an alternative to family life 
is a dangerous philosophy that 
threatens to wreck national lite. 
What consenting adults do in private 
is their own affair, but the anti-so- 
cial nature of homosexuality must be 
exposed and those who promote it 
in public life treated with contempt 
and ridicule. 
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Election Cash 
Curb? 


The Home Secretary, Jack Straw. 
has announced that proposals are 
to be put forward to limit the 
amount of cash spent by political 
parties at election times. At 
present there are no limits on the 
amount spent by party head of- 
fices. 

At the last election the two main 
parties spent at least £30million 
between them.

Another attempt 
to use ‘racism’ 





The number of bogus claims of racial 
discrimination is now reaching epi- 
demic proportions. It seems that every 
time a white person is promoted in 
preference to a black person then the 
allegation of racial discrimination is 
being used in an attempt to intimidate 
employers into giving preferential 
treatment to black staff. 

The latest case concerns sociology 
lecturer and former nurse Ruth 
Chigwada-Bailey an advisor to 
“Emily’s List” the organisation which 
pushes forward women seeking adop- 
tion as Labour Party parliamentary 
candidates. 

Mrs Chigwada-Bailey claimed that 
she suffered racial discrimination and 
racial hostility while working at a 
Community Health and Drugs Serv- 
ice Centre for Camden and Islington 
Community Health Service. 

An industrial tribunal ruled that she 
was so “blinkered” that she saw racial 
discrimination where none existed. 

After the hearing Mrs Chigwada- 
Bailey showed that she had learnt 
nothing by immediately announcing 
that “there was no justice for black 
people”. 

Of course the irony is that such cases 
make most employers very wary of 
taking on black people in case they are 
hauled before a court or tribunal.
